1. IN ARTICLE ON RECENT TRAVEL OF MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
COMMUNICATIONS DESMOND HOYTE TO YUGOSLAVIA TO ATTEND CONGRESS 
OF YUGOSLAV COMMUNIST LEAGUE, GOVT OWNED DAILY CHRONICLE 
REPORTED THAT YUGOSLAVIA WILL UPGRADE ITS DIPLOMATIC REPRESENTATION 
FROM NON-RESIDENT BAISS TO ESTABLISHMENT OF EMBASSY IN GEORGETOWN. 

2. WHEN EMBOFF SOUGHT TO CONFIRM PRESS REPORT, ACTING PERMANENT 
SECRETARY AT MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS (SEARWAR) SAID AGREEMENT 
TO ESTABLISH YUGOSLAV EMBASSY HAD EXISTED FOR TWO YEARS, BUT 
BUREAUCRATIC AND FINANCIAL PROBLEMS HAD PREVENTED YUGOSLAVS 
FROM PROCEEDING. SEARWAR SAID HE HAD TALKED TO HOYTE AFTER HOYTE'S 
RETURN AND WAS UNSURE YUGOSLAVS WERE ACTUALLY ANY CLOSER TO 
SETING UP MISSION IN GEORGETOWN THAN WHEN HE HAD VISITED 
YUGOSLAVIA IN SEPTEMBER 1973. SEARWARD DECLINED TO SPECULATE ON 
WHEN YUGOSLAVS WOULD COME AND ADDED THAT THEY SEEMED TO TELL ALL 
GUYANESE VISITORS THAT THEY WERE CLOSE TO ESTABLISHING EMBASSY. KREBS 
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
